A Swiss Alp is better suited to skiing 
than hauling heavy machinery, but a Swiss maker 
of embroidery machines had no choice in 1/894.

"The Directors felt that it was extremely 
important for H.C.C.A. Editor, Ann Bothwell, to 
receive all GAZETTE material by the {0th day of 
each alternate month, i.e. May, July, Sept., 
Nov. 1955, and that the deadline date would be 
strictly adhered to. It is best to send in re- 
ports typewritten and double-spaced. Do not 
write other information in the same article. 
Photographs sent in by correspondents should be 
sharp, glossy prints, preferably 5x7 or 8x10. 
Too many times small snapshots are not. sharp 
enough to reproduce well in the GAZETTE. Cap- 
tions should not be typed or written on the 
backs of the photos but each caption written on 
a piece of paper and pasted to the back of its 
photo. Identification of persons in photos is 
important. 


Many pictures cannot be used because _ the 
background is too dark. Photos taken with trees 
or shrubs in the background usually result in 
dark reproductions when printed. Too many photos 
come in with Aunt Minnie's nightgown or Uncle 
John's long underwear, or a plow, cultivator or 
an old wagon as a part of the background; 
--watch the background in your photos 


These kinds of photographs do not_ repro- 
duce well, so please urge your members to fur- 
nish the best possible photographs. The editor 


is confronted with the oroblem of selecting the 


photos that can be used, and many times she has 
far too much material to be used in any = one 
issue. It is also more interesting if persons 
in the photos appear to be doing something, such 


as Inspecting, cranking, or conversing wit 
someone else in the picture, rather than star- 
ing straight ahead into the camera. Too many 
photos are sent in with large groups of persons 
in them, many of whom cannot be identified, and 
our readers are usually more interested in the 
vehicles than they are in personalities." 


BETTER SERVICE FOR MEMBERS 


"Due to the growth of your Club, we will 
soon have a professional mailing service send 
out the GAZETTE.

Most owners are anxious to have the 
accurate date of manufacture appear on the 
title, but sometimes they do not have the cor- 
rect information. If there are no papers ona 
certain car, the owner can sign an affidavit 
that he has had the car in his’ possession’ for 
10, 20 or 30 years, and by stating the model 
that he believes the car to be he can secure a 
California pink slip which is the California 
title. Many cars have been predated because of 
this, and once the owner has the State title in 
his possession, and especially when the car has 
changed hands, the owner is inclined to. feel 
that the dating positively identifies the year 
his car was made, without question. Undoubtedly 
other states have similar laws, wo we urge mem- 
bers whenever possible to be sure that the dat 
of the car on any photographs sent in is cor- 
rect, *

Bearings of the transmission and the in- 
side bearings of the rear axle are of the 
annular ball type.

The brakes are located on the rear wheel 
hub drums, the drums being of pressed steel and 
the shoes of special bronze. These brakes are 
so designed that they cannot be thrown by = any 
motion of the car over rough roads or by de- 
pression of the springs by reason of a _ heavy 
load in the car. 


The trend of modern design has had _ its 
effect on the lines of the Pierce-Arrow bodies.

In all, by means of a chassis of three 
different power ratings, there is a_ choice of 
21 cars offered by Pierce-Arrow for 9/11.

REPAIRING OLD TIRES 
Dr. Rafe Chaffin of Los Angeles has 

vided the GAZETTE with a prescription for 
rejuvination of tire casings which have flat 
spots where a skid has ground off the rubber 
down to the fabric, but which otherwise are ser- 
viceable. This information will be of particular 
interest to veteran car owners whose vehicles 
are shod with a tire size no longer available. 
The operating technique, as outlined by Or. 
Chaffin, is as follows:

|. Clean area with wire brush and 
line.

2. Get raw cement and roll of one-inch raw rub- 
ber tube or tread stock from a local tire re- 
pairman.

3. Apply two generous coats of raw cement, 
when dry, apply rubber cut to 
fill flat spot. 


4. Procure a flat metal plate 8 to 10 Inches in 
length, 4 inches wide and ¢ or 3/8 Inches thick 
(either iron or aluminum).Drill a 3/8 Inch hole 
near the edge to accomodate the tip of a_ ther- 
mometer. Set an ordinary flat iron on the plate 
and regulate to about 275 to 300 degrees. 


5. Secure plate to tire with C clanos and screw 
down until flat. Put thin paper over raw rubber 
to prevent sticking. Leave in place for one to 
three hours, and a smooth patch should resclt. 
The heat does not damage the old casing. 


In testimony that a repair thus effected 
dces work, Dr. Chaffin cites the fact that he 
has taken his own medicine to the extent of six 
patches on one tire casing!

BUYING AN OLD CAR 


Persons buying their first antique vehicle 
might do well to heed the advice of HCCA honor- 
ary Member A.L. Dyke, writing in his "Dyke's 
Automobile Encyclopedia" forty years ago: "As- 
certain the age, make and type. Are the makers 


still in business? Do not get any ugly or anti- 
quated looking car--- you may want to. sell it 
again. Inspect its general condition. Inspect 


the transmission, and condition of its gear 
wheels will show how much wear it has’ had. If 
chain-driven the wear can be jueged by the con- 
dition. of the chain. Jack up the back axle and 
revolve the wheels and see if the differential 
works, and if it runs true. Do the same with the 
front wheels and note any backlash inthe steer- 
ing gear. Examine tires, note the make,and find 
out if the particular make is still available, and 
not obsolete. Test engine for good compression. 
Run engine and note response to _ ignition. In- 
spect the radiator system for leaks. For a final 
test, run the car with a full load of

one to eight percent grade. A 
car which will not go up such a hill is of lit- 
tle practical use.

UNDER THE SUN 


Maybe you cling to old fashioned ideas 


and like the charm of a parasol. They are pret- 
ty, and even if carried only as a complement to 
a costume they're still fetching. Why not recov- 


er an old umbrella frame to match a dress you've 
made? Cut pattern pieces from fabric pieces of 
your discarded umbrella. Follow the sewing meth- 
od used by the manufacturer. 


|\f you are covering an uncovered frame, 
remember that a seamed parasol cover must be 
stretched tautly over the frame. Be sure that 
the length of each section is cut shorter than 
the actual rib length. Cut three sections,seam, 
hem and pin to opened frame. If you are pleased 
with the fit, then seam all sections together 
leaving an opening at top center for shank. Be 
sure to reinforce center top. Cut a hole in the 
center of a 3 inch circle to fit shank end.Slip 
circle and seamed cover over shank and _ fasten 
to ring. Wind doubled thread several times around 
shank just below ring: fasten. Working each 
stitch over wound threads and pulling each 
stitch taut, overcast center together. Remove 
tip from one rib. Fasten seam securely in place 
at tip. Replace tip on rib. Repeat procedure for 
each rib.

WHERE THE DOLLAR WENT IN 1906

Everyone has heard of the "good old days” 
of the 5-cent cigar and long for the return of 
lower prices. 1906 was during the transition of 
American economy from farming to industry...and 
rural America was in its Golden Age. Prices 
quoted are from the 1906 catalog of Cash Buyers 
Co-operative of Chicago, owned by C.J. Reimuller 
of Redlands, California. 


The average clerical wages for a _ young 
man starting out in business was $125 per month. 
A sample monthly budget for a family of a hus- 
band, wife, 4-year old child and one maid, liv- 
ing in Washington, D.C., reads as follows: Rent 
$20. Servant's wages, $12. Fuel $5. Cleaning 
materlals,$2. Clothes $16. Food and ice $39.Car 
fare $10. Husband's lunches $15.Doctor bills $3. 
A monthly budget for a family of five living in 
Wheaton, Illinois: Rent $15. Rail fare $6.75. 
Life insurance $6. Paper and magazine 90¢. Food 
$32.80. Gas and coal $18. Church $1. Clothing 
$14 and amusements $15. 


The family sewing machine must have come 
in handy in stretching the clothing budget of 
$15 per month for a whole family. Even in 1906 
retail prices would have used it up in a hurry. 
Girls' coats were priced from $1.98 to $5.98 and 
dresses from 48¢ to $3.89. Boys' suits ran from 


$1.95 to $4.00 and shirts from 33¢ to $1.35. To 
keep the husband well-dressed in 1906 would run 
as follows: Overcoat $10 to $15,tailored-to-fit 
suit $6 to $11, raincoat $6.50 to $16.50, Derby- 
hat $1.50 to $2.35, motor cap 75¢ to $1, motor 
goggles 50¢, striped cotton shirt 50¢, pleated 
colored business shirt $1, and shoes $1.50 to 
$4.00. Ladies' wearing apparel ran thus: Petti- 
coats 98¢ to $3.75, short coats $7.75 to $9.50, 
full length coats $5.95 to $14.95, cravenette 
raincoats $2.75 to $13.95,suits $5.50 to $14.40, 
scarves (fur) $3.75 to $12.50, two-piece dresses, 
$5.50 to $14.75, skirts $1.98 to $6.85, blouses, 
98¢ to $6.50, trimmed hats $1.25 to $3.98, and 
shoes $1 to $3.98. 


The average young couple could start 
housekeeping with $327.30 and their wedding 
gifts of linen, china and household goods. They 
could buy a five piece upholstered parlor suite 
for $31, two parlor tables $6.50, two decorated 
gas or kerosene lamps $6.30,writing desk $9.50, 
study lamp $3.10, Brussels 9 x 12 rug, $15.50. 
The dining set (sideboard, china closet, table 
and six chairs) cost $46.50, hanging chandelier 
lamp $13.50, Brussels rug $12.50. The bedroom 
set (double bed,dresser and commode) ran $31.50, 
two goose pillows $6.30, hair mattress $11.50, 
box spring $10.95, bedspread $4.50, reversable 
rug, $10.95. The kitchen cabinet cost$11.50,wood 
or coal range (with warming oven) $22.85 and 
ice box $30. Lace curtains (6 pair) cost $24.90 
and a deluxe model sewing machine $17.75. 


Uncle Herkimer's Christmas check would 
buy a brass-trimmed iron bed for $4.35 to $9.50 
or an all-brass one for $19.95 to $52. <A nice 
mirror front wardrobe cost $5.98 to $11.98. Hav- 
illand china (100 pieces) ran from $23.75 to 
$54. <A sterling silver service for twelve ran 
around $90. 


Music in the home was anold American cus- 
tom. A piano-organ ran from $39.75 up. A hand- 
some Regina music box cost $85.50. A Victor 
phonograph (with horn) ran from $15 to $60. 


The bicycle craze was in full swing in 
1906 and catalogs featured pages of all the lat- 
est designs from $18.75 up. For $250 the cus- 
tomer could be free of the horse, harness and 
all the upkeep and own a Success Autobuggy. For 
$25 extra the buggy wheels came equipped with 
solid rubber tires. Autobuggles were popular in 
the rural areas and the bicycle shops were among 
the first auto agencies. In 1906 the rural auto 
was still a curiosity and the city auto claimed 
a sport-type following. 


Low prices were an integral part of the 
low-income rural American scene and seem out of 
date compared with the present high standard of 
living, high prices and high taxes belonging to 
the modern American economy.

THIS PAST SUMMER, 80,000 
Americans toured Europe by car. 
More than 500,000 Americans entered 

ntario by automobile, and thousands 
more drove to Alaska. 

Picked at random, reports like these 
cause no stir today. More than 70 
million take to U. S. highways each 
year for a week or two of getting bet- 
ter acquainted with their country. Yet 
some among them recall other days. 
Fifty years have fled, but millions 
remember when Bedelia was the 
nation’s favorite song, and Rebecca 
of Sunnybrook Farm the book most 
likely to share the hammock. Early 

1904, some exuberant souls got the 
idea of organizing a mass motor tour 
to the Louisiana Purchase Exposition 
in St. Louis (another favorite was

Meet Me in St. Louis, Louis). 
The entire country boasted only 
55,000 cars and trucks, and a total of 
150 miles of paved road, but there was 
grand talk of 2,500 entries. Actually, 
there were finally just 71 starters 
and only 59 reached St. Louis. Never- 
theless, the tour was a success far out 
of proportion to the numbers involved. 
Newspapers and magazines brought 
the tour to millions. Hundreds joined 
parades en route, though not ventur- 
ing farther. Typical of those who did 
attempt the trek were 16 cars that 
took the “main line” from New York. 
Drivers and passengers included: 
Col. Augustus Post, general chairman 
of the pilgrimage; C. H. Gillette, of 
the newly-organized American Auto- 
mobile Association; R. P. Scott of 


Baltimore; Ray Lillibridge, later a 
widely-known contract driver; Webb 
Jay of Cleveland, another AAA of- 
ficial; trans-continental driver Percy 
Megargle and .his brother, R. G.; 
William E. Metzger, Detroit’s first auto 
dealer; Frenchmen F. A. LaRoche 
and Albert LeBlanc; photographer Ed 
Spooner and friend Dwight Huss; 
Floradora Girl Susan Malpas; and 
A. L. Pope*of the automotive family 
(Pope-Hartford, Pope-Toledo, et al.) 

Fourteen of the 16 cars finished. 
Mrs. Malpas exercised her woman’s 
prerogative in Albany. Scott’s big 
Peerless nudged a train in Ohio and 
retired. The rest struggled through— 
without tops or windshields, minus 
road signs, from garage to occasional 
garage with hand-drawn road maps.

Touring, They Called It 


Recommended supplies included “a 
rubber or canvas cover for the ma- 
chine at overnight stops; two stout 
pieces of rope, each about 10 feet 
long, for use on wheels in slippery 
mud, and also for towing; personal 
luggage enough for the trip but not so 
much as to overload the machine; a 
collapsible bucket for filling radiators, 
and a can, funnel and chamois filter 
for gasoline.” 

Monday, July 25, the 16 lined up on 
Fifth Avenue at 59th Street. Trouble 
started immediately. LaRoche and 
LeBlanc announced that their Darracq 
would run non-stop to St. Louis (i.e., 
without stopping the engine). Despite 
immediate disqualification, they set 
out waving blithely and soon disap- 
peared from view. 

At 8:30 Col. Post signaled. Cough- 
ing and hissing (four were steamers) 
the brave little caravan set out for 
Poughkeepsie, 76 miles upstream. 

The day was perfect and the road, for 
1904, not bad. Even so, the last car 
straggled in just before 7:30 and pio- 
neer garageman John Van Benschoten 
was busy all night in his shop at 56 
Catherine Street. 

It was raining Tuesday morning. 
The road to Albany was a bog until 
the sun broke through. It soon dried, 
but the travelers had had a taste of 
the future. 

Albany’s Ten Eyck Hotel rang to 
laughter and argument that night, 
both augmented by a contingent from 
New England. Webb Jay drew one 


laugh. His steamer dry, he had headed 
for a farmyard pump, bucket in hand. 
A woman rushed from the house, 
brandishing a broom and screaming: 
“Git! Git! No roadhogs allowed in 
here!” She streaked inside even faster 
when Jay calmly assured her that if 
he didn’t get water immediately, his 
boiler would explode and blow them 
both to Kingdom Come. 

Many tourists lamented—and others 
applauded—the growing use of such 
French terms as automobile for motor 
car, garage for motor house and 
chauffeur for engineer. They were 
still arguing when Mrs. Malpas ar- 
rived, past midnight, with her fill of 
touring. Her Panhard had slid into a 
ditch and bent a steering arm. 

Wednesday’s leg to Utica covered 


roads so bad that an angry letter of 
protest was fired off to the governor. 
World tour veteran Charles Glidden 
of Boston declared he had never seen 
“roads so abominable.” Thursday, in 
more rain, the group was just starting 
for Syracuse when Scott arrived. 
Horses, block and tackle and a house 
mover’s jacks and skids had pried the 
Peerless from a ditch after three hours. 
The roads belied Friday’s bright 
skies. Forced onto an alternate route 
to Rochester, the travelers arrived 
with faces, hair and clothing, as well 
as cars, caked with mud. The Meg- 
argles’ day was typical. Rochester was 
their home, and they started early so 
as to arrive first. After 20 miles a 
commutator spring broke. They re- 
paired it. Fouled spark plugs stopped 
them. They cleaned them. The brake 
rods tore loose as their car wallowed 
in deep ruts from mudhole to mud- 
hole. They pressed on, using reverse 
gear for braking. Finally they slid 
into Percy Pierce’s Great Arrow, out 
of gas in still another mudhole, and 
smashed their radiator. They arrived 
in Rochester at the end of a tow rope. 
Saturday dawned bright and clear, 
and exhilarated tourists scorched off 
to Buffalo over the best roads yet. 
There, with 454 miles under their 
wheels and 804 remaining, they rested 
over Sunday. A wire announced the 
Frenchmen’s arrival in Chicago. 
Good roads again hiked speeds 
Monday. The Gliddens set out late for 
Erie at a moderate pace. Thirty miles 
out, they were halted at gunpoint by 
an irate farmer who demanded—and 
got—a dollar apiece for his dead 
chickens. Tuesday’s 110 miles to

Cleveland were a prelude to the 
longest leg yet, 121 miles to Toledo. 
Weather held good but roads were 
atrocious. One small car flipped into 
a ditch Wednesday when the road 
collapsed under it. Plans called for a 
Thursday stop at Waterloo, Indiana, 
93 miles west, but it developed there 
weren’t enough rooms for everyone 
to spend the night. Officials an- 
nounced that all who wished could 
make the 170-mile jump to South 
Bend. The hardy ones tried it. 

The midwest was bone dry. Ankle- 
deep dust mantled cars and occupants 
and hung over the route like fog. One 
car hit a barrel hoop which whipped 
up and wrecked its water pump. 

Saturday morning all were reas- 
sembled in South Bend. Warned of 
soft sand beside Lake Michigan, many 
sent passengers and baggage ahead. 
Chicago chairman Frank Mudd had 
rigged up two “pathfinder” cars with 
tubes through which chopped paper 
to mark the course could be fed in 
one-ounce balls. Unfortunately, some- 
one forgot the confetti. Even more 
unfortunately, someone else suggested 
the use of corn. 

Never in the annals of motoring 
has that day’s slaughter of chickens 
been equalled. For 105 miles the way 
was marked by feathers and wrathful 
farmers. No one got lost. 

Monday the entourage headed 
south. That night in Pontiac, Illinois, 
as a mechanic labored over an engine, 
his open lamp ignited a gas line. 
Sleeping tourists were brought up 
wide-eyed when spreading flames ex- 
ploded the fuel tank. It was 1 a.m. 
before the excitement began to sub- 
side. For many, further sleep was out 
of the question: So they started for 
Springfield behind flickering head- 
lamps which in most cases betrayed 
them. Some early birds strayed 25 
miles on the 100-mile trip. 


Spirits were high Wednesday as the 
last 105-mile leg began. But 40 miles 
from St. Louis, leaden clouds let go. 
A downpour turned roads: into six 
inches of churned prairie mud. 

Drivers swore that the plowed fields 
looked more inviting. In this morass, 
engines overheated and drive chains 
gave way. A Mercedes snapped its 
drive shaft. A rescuing Panhard broke 
its crankshaft. One by one, the tourists 
straggled into East St. Louis, bone 
weary, encased in mud. At four o’clock, 
a signal from Col. Post started the be- 
draggled procession across the bridge. 

On the bridge approach, one car hit 
a coal wagon; another clipped a 
cyclist. Batteries failed a third car, 
and Col. Post himself ran out of gas 
right in the middle of the span. 

That evening in the Hotel Jefferson, 
the intrepid tourists decided to call 
themselves the Mudlarks. Seldom has 
a name been harder-earned. 

After 17 days of taking pot luck of 
weather and roads, most New Yorkers 
shipped their cars home. Had one 
among them dared suggest that 50 
years. would shrink their trek to a 
two- or three-day lark, derisive laugh- 
ter would have greeted him. 

Yet in five decades since that sum- 
mer Odyssey, motor vehicles have 
multiplied a thousand-fold. Fifty-five 
million strong, they travel more than 
half a trillion miles a year; carry three 
quarters of our freight; employ one 
of every seven American workers. 

And touring, for the sheer pleasure 
of it, is a multi-billion dollar “indus- 
try.” For all this, survivors of the 1904 
Mudlarks can claim part of the credit. 
They helped blaze the trail.

\Y ith over 350 members attending the annual

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RENO MEMBER BUYS MUSEUM

The Pony Express Museum at Arcadia,Calif. 
has been sold to Bill Harrah, member of the 
Nevada Regional Group, Horseless Carriage Club 
of America, it was announced by W. Parker Lyon 
Jr., whose father established the collection. 


Lyon said the collection of early western 
relics will be moved to a permanent exhibit 
site outside Reno at an early date. 


The six-acre site at Arcadia has_ been 
sold for business development and Lyon said the 
museum soon must be vacated. 


The collection, including a narrow gauge 
railroad, stage coaches, dance hall, historical 
gun collection and thousands of interesting 
Western relics, will be moved to Reno, intact. 


The collection was started by the late W. 


Parker Lyon at his home and moved into the 


Arcadia Museum in 1935. Many of the relics came 
from Virginia City and Gold Hill, Nevada, and 
from the California Mother Lode country. 


Most of these relics antedate the auto- 
mobile era and perhaps some readers may think 
it unusual for an antique automobile collector 
to become interested in such a collection. 


There is nothing unusual in the’ transac- 
tion, however, when you consider that several 
months ago, the editor of this publication ask- 
ed Mr. Harrah to be on the lookout for a_ brass 
spittoon for the Steering Column office. Brass 
expectoration receptacles are an item no longer 
on the market, and are exceedingly hard to ac- 
quire. 


While visiting the museum recently Bill 
noticed several of these spittoons among the 
various relics, and tried to buy one. Mr. Lyon 
refused to sell the spittoon, or any other item 
separately, but did mention that the whole 
museum was for sale. Bill took the only pos- 
sible alternative, under the circumstances, and 
bought the whole darn museum in order to ac- 
quire one spittoon.

Net weight, 238 
pounds. Perfect for city driving 
but slightly cramped for long 
hauls. 

This outfit is one of six 
original miniature models un- 
veiled in 1906 at New York's 
Grand Central Palace by Ran- 
som E. Olds, founder of Reo 
Motors. 


50th Anniversary 


Glenn T. Shrodes, special 
representative of Reo Motors 
in Lansing, Mich., brought it 
up to Toronto to help his firm 
advertise release of the new 
Reo trucks and to help mark 
the 50th anniversary of Reo in 
Canada. 

The first complete working 
model of a gasoline motor car 
ever built, the Reo, has many 
surprises. For one thing the 
tires are tubeless. Filled with 
air, too. 

The motor is a two-to-seven 
horsepower double-dpposed cyl- 
inder gem. Got in first then 
got out to start it. 

Pulled the choke on after 
pulling shift lever to neutral. 


Started with a bang. Simply 
got in, adjusted the spark then 
hauled back on gear lever. It 


jumped ahead. It was hitting 
35 mph in low and half-way 
down the block. 


I Got Scared 

Shoved the shift lever for- 
ward (completely automatic 
planetary gear shift) and got 
scared. It was actually going 
too fast. Couldn’t fell exactly, 
there being no’ speedometer. 
Quickly found the off-on switch 
and braked to a screeching 
halt. Didn’t try it around many 
corners, but it turns. Didn't 
have courage enough to see if 
it would “corner” as they say 
in driving circles. 

Built to quarter scale of the 
1906 Reo chain-driven touring 
car, this model has many 
features present-day manufac 
turers could copy. 

One is its simplicity. The 
dash is made of excellent wood 
uncluttered with gadgets.
